All students of the Scriptures know that God formed 
—oftt : twetve sons of Jacob the nation 
known as Israel, and of them He states, “You only have I 
known (or recognized) of all the families of the earth” 
‘Amos 3:2). “But thou, Israel, art my servant, Jacob 
whom I have chosen, the seed of Abraham my friend” 
(Isaiah 41:8). “I am the Lord, your Holy One, the 
Creator of Israel. your King” (Isa. 43:15). With that 
nation He made a covenant, saying, “Now thetefore, if 
ye will obey my voice indeed, and keep my covenant, then 
ye shall be a peculiar treasure unto me above all people: 
for all the earth is mine. ., And all the people answered 
together, and said, All that the-Lord hath spoken—-we 
will do” (Ex. 19:5, 8). 


In the course of time the nation became divided into 
two nations--Judah, which comprised the twe tribes of 
Judah and Benjamin; and Israel, or Ephraim, which com- 
prised the other ten tribes, and Ged declared the division 
was of Him (ist Kings 11:31-33; 12:24).
